Port Townsesd, Wagh., Ang. 27.— 
The schooner J. M. CoL-nan, which loft 
St. Michael's, at the mouth of tin- Yu- 
kon, Jnly 2S, has reachtd thi.s port. 
The Colman briiiKs four passeu^jers who 
have been in the Klondike and who left 
Dawion Citj Jal7 17. The paHengers 
•re Oharlea H. Metcalf of Detroit, B. E. 
Jones of Berkeley, 'Cal.. an aiigayer for 
the Alaska Commercial compauy at 
Dawson ; 0. B. and W. D. Patric. 
. brothers, Los Angeles. They left 10 
^ days after the Thorpe party, which ar- 
rived at Seattle last week on the steam- 
er George E. Starr from D^ea. They 
all tell stories of the richness of the 
Klondike, Bonanza uiid Eldorado! 
creeks, but all say that very few clean- 
ups have been made since the early 
sammer. 

Mr. Metcalf has been in the merchan- 
dise bosiness at Dawson Cit.y, Circle 
City and other points for three years 
past and has been oat every year. He 
goes in each year over the Dyea trail 
and last year he took in 20 tons of 
freight. It took him from March 6 to 
Mav 10 to get his freight over the pa>:9 
with one man, two horses and eight 
dogs. From Lake Linermau to Daw- 
6on City he was 14 dars. 

When the Colman left St. Michael's 
there were about 12 men waiting to 
come ont on the steamers Portland, and 
another steamer with passengers was 
expected down the river before the time 
set for the sailing of the Portland. The 
men waiting at St. Mchael's all had 
from $3,000 to :{lo,000, but no phenome- 
nal strikes were reported by them. 

With regard to ascending the Yukon 
llr. Metcalf says it takes from 80 to 25 
days to go from St. Michael's to Daw- 
son City and passengers leaving Seattle 
later than Aug. 20 will have no chance 
of reaching Dawdon City thi.s fall. The 
Lippy claim on Bonanza creek, from 
which gold amounting to Jll 2,000 was 
taken, he said, was one of the best de- 
veloped claims in the group. (Jtliers 
will doubtU'fi.s prove just ais rioli when 
fully developed. Tin- first claim locarc.l 
on Bonan/.a creek was named Discover^', 
and is recognized by miners as beiiif,' 
the center of tlie lield. many otliers be- 
ing numbered earli way from it. Si.xty 
claims are now located above and W be- 
low Discovery, in all 16 miles being 
taken. 

On Eldorado creek, which empties 
into Bonaii a, 00 rlaimsiare located, 20 
neiire.Kt the conjunction Of .the Creekl 
being fabulousl)' rich.

Tiiey 
wcrkecl on y four weews. bear creek, a 
small tribut.iry to Klondike, is also re- 
markably rich in >^old. 

B. J. Jones of Berkeley, Cal., said: 
"I shoald say that there are about •..'..'jOO 
people in Dawson and on tlie erickst 
round-about there. This snnimt-r only 
about 20 claims liave been worked and 
thus far not a large sum of money has 
been taken out. Most everybody is 
getting ready for the winter's work, 
which will be pushed as vigorous tliis 
year as last. As far as I can es-imate, 
the great wealth of Klondike is holding 
oat. Still the'aniount of gold that will 
come down this full will not be as large 
as estimated in some quarters. I shoald 
say that there will be in the neighbor- 
hood of 175 men down by the Portland 
and Excelsior, and a very fair average 
to each man wonld not exceed $10,0' )0. 
Many will bring down practically uuth- 

ing. • 

"I wonld not care to say what the 
Alaaka Commercial company has in 
gold on hand. At one time gold was so 
plentifol at Dawson people did not 
know what to do with It. The trading 
oompanj'i eafet were filled and the 
stnff was packed away in saloons and 
any place uie miners could find. But 
most of the gold was taken out when 
the clean-ups were completed last 
spring. Since then there haf not been 
such a large amount of gold coming 
out, as the wet seaaon does not permit 
of excavating. This coming winter 
tl^ere will be abont 800 claims in active 
op«ration. They will nearly all do 
weU. according to present indications, 
and next winter's outpat will be pro- 
portionately as large as htst. although 
there will not be as many very nch 
strikes. The bench cUims are turning 
ont well, much better in fact than was 
expected. 

"As to supplies, I believe there wih 
be folly 4,500 tons taken upon the river 
boats owned by the trading, companies. 
Only about half of this, however, rep- 
resents provisions, the other being snp- 
plitw. jjast year ice began to run in the 
Yukon as early as Sept. 88, and if the 
ice begins to run that early this year 
many of the.boats now going up and in- 
tended for the KlondUte will not gel 
through until next year. IbeUerethe 
Indian river and its tributarieil wiU 
prove valuable diggings next winter. 
Yon may say that Circle City is pmpti- 
cally deserted, the people all having 
gone to DawRon. The river steamers 
Alice, Bella and Healy have made their 
second trip down the river for the sea- 
Bon. They will go down again in time 
to meet the I'ortland and the Excelsior 
and most of the miners who will come 
out this full will bfc aboard 



URUGU AY'S SEN SATION. 
Farther Detalli of tka AMastlnatloa af 
Preddeat Botda. 

New York, Aug. 27.— A dispatch to 
The Herald from Montevideo, via Bue- 
nos Ayres, gives these details of the 
assassination of President Idiarte Borda : 
Montevideo was in gala attire celebrat- 
ing the independence of Uruguay, 
which was proclaimed on Aug. 25. 18".'5. 
The day, according to the program 
which had been mapped ont, was one 
replete with festivitie.s and f( asts. 

Of the official ceremonies, tlie sing- 
ing of the "Te Deum" was the most 
impressive. President Borda had gone 
to the cathedral, attended by a military 
escort, the members of his cabinet and 
diplomatic representatives from other 
countries. His party started to leave 
tlie cathedral about I.') minutes after 3 
o'clock. Hundreds had Kathered in 
front of the cathedral and the president 
was well received as he passed out the 
door. He had walked only a few steps 
when Arredondo stepped forward out 
of the crowd and raised a pistol. Be- 
fore anyone could stop him he had fired 
two shots at the president. The first 
bullet went wild, but the second struck 
President Borda in the left breast. He 
fell backward into the arm of Bishop 
Soler and sank to the ground. 

For an instant there was an awful 
silence ; then a frightful uproar. The 
crowd poured forward witn cries and 
shouts and while Arredondo was seized 
by several soldiers, the other troops 
were thrown into line to keep the crowd 
from tramping upon the prostrate body 
of the precndent. Sharp cries for "Or- 
der" from the officers were unheeded, 
and as the crowd continned to push and 
struggle, the officers, impelled by the 
belief that the lives of other officials 
were in danger, gave the order to force 
the crowd back. The soldiers attackeil 
the crowd with bayonets and finally 
drove it back, after many had been 
wounded and several killed. 

The president, still breathing feebly, 
was then removed under military guard 
to the city palace, where he died in a 
few minutes. The body was then 
wrapped in the flag of Uruguay and re- 
moved to his late home. 

'When shot down the president was 
on his way to review a body of troop.s, 
which wouM have closed the exercises 
of the day pioper. Great excitement 
was caiised all over the city by the 
as.-assination. 

The avaasain ia Avelino Arredondo, an 
officer of the Uruguayan army. He is 
a Uruguayan, 27 years old. Now that 
Uruguay's chief is dead he is calm and 
declare<> that he is content with his ac- 
tion. Arredondo, who is now in prison 
under close guard, declares that his 
crime was not inspired by anything 
more than a personal hatred for tlie 
president. He had, he said, no accom- 
plices and is willing to take upon him- 
self all the consequences of the deed. 

Jose Cuestaa, president of the senate, 
was nominated for president ad interim 
by the chamber or deputies. He im- 
mediately dismissed all the members of 
the cabinet cxct pt (ji iu'ral Lui/, Perez, 
who will continue at the head of the 
war department 

May Stop the Cherokee Pl!|;rlmafe. 

Fk.wki OUT, Ky., Aug. 27.— Governor 
Bradley has received a protest from 
citizens of Loaisville asking that the 
1,200 Chero'tees from the Indian Tern- 
torv be restrained from marcliing 
tlirough this state as contemplated by 
them in their pilgrimage to the grave 
of their dead chief, 'Wahotauah, near 
Ru.ss<-llville. The protest claims that 
there is great danger of damage being 
done to the lociihties visited by them. 
The governor has not said what he will 
do, but it is not probable that he will 
interfere. 

Cuunterfelt Two-Dollar Certllleatr. 

Washixoton, Aug. 27.— A new and 
dangerous cotmterfeit $2 certificate of 
the Wiudom issue, has jnst been dis- 
covered in circulation. The distinguish- 
ing features of the counterfeit are as 
follows : It is about one-eighth of an 
inch shorter tlian the genuine. The 
se.il is a decided pink color, instead of 
carmine, while the fiber threads appear 
somewhat heavier and the red silk 
darker. It is said the counterfeits will 
pass thousands before they are detected. 

Women Arretted bjr Tnrklth Poliaa. 

CoNsr.\NTi\oPLE, Aug. 27.— The Turk- 
ish police yesterday arrested two young 
Armenian women who were distrib- 
uting copies of the manifesto issued by 
the Armenian central revolutionary 
committee in which the recent explo- 
sions of bombs were declared to be the 
work of the young Turkish party. ■One 
ot the women was released fi-om cus- 
tody, ai it waa shown that she waa a 
Russian subject.

WOMEN m A MARCH 

Demonstration Made by Wives 
and Di^^hters of Miners. 

DEPUTIES DID NOT INTERFERE. 



They Propoaa Keeping It Up Cvrry Ony 
H«reaflav-W«rk mt Bvlattac the Strlk- 
<Ti nagnB— Quiet Prevail* In the Pitti< 
burg Dtatrlet Indiana Minem on the 
Verge of Starvation other Htrike New«. 
PiTTiiBVRO, Aug. 27.— The wives and 
daughters of the striking mines at 
Dearmifs Oak Hill mines ue,ir Turtle 
Creek, took a prominent part yesterday 
in the demonstration against the work- 
ing miners. Early in the mornimz a 
dozen or more women gathered at the 
camp, and with fags and banners 
marched along the roads leading toward 
the tipple. On their way they met a 
number of miners going to the pit and 
they greeted them with yells and jeers. 
They derided the miners who were 
working and ridiculed them in a mau- 
iicr which caused many of them to 
hang their heads in shame. The 
women say they will make a demon- 
stration every doy hereafter. 

The strikers claim that only 15 men 
are at work in the uak Hill :ni;ii' ami 
that the output ycst'Tday w;.s only .'"i 
pit cars, while the com \iuy say.> th.it i "i 
pit cars were mined. 

Superintendent S. C. D.armit and 
fovir (lo;)uty sheriffs commenced tlie 
work (if evietinij the families of the 
Plain Creek strikers yesterd.iy. T!) ' 
svork will be kept up unt 1 the eomp.my 
has possession of all thiir hou-es. 

There was no m.irehinir in<Uilf,reil i i 
by the men in camj) Isolatio'i. Tlsat 
vic.nity is in a very ((ui^'t st.ite. IJi.tli 
sides are contident fif victory and nr.- 
renting and awaitinj.' (li'V'loi)ments. 
The miners are sati-tii d with tlie ^^■ork 
which is heinK donr l>y tln' men who ^:o 
ov.T to ( 'eiitt-r every nif,'lit. and have 
not marclicd sinci' last Mond.iy. Th" 
1 ni>'!i at (\iiter were out at an early 
I hour doin^' active missionary wt)rk. 

The deputies were not taken out to 
j the cio-.sroads at 4 a. m.. as usual, an l 
the road was lett completely unguard- 
ed. Thoy were satistie.l with concen- 
trating about the towns of Center, 
Clarksville and I'lnm Creek. 

Suiierinteiident Samuel Dearmit, 
when asked why the deputies had b; fii 
withdrawn, haid tliat they did not need 
to stop the marchers any longer. lie 
was confident that none of his men. 
who were now working, could be taken 
out of the mine. Tlie deputies would 
hereafter be used only to guard prop- 
erty of the company. 

\V. J. Brennan, attorney for the 
miners, is preparing his answer to the 
bill of the New York and Cleveland 
tia.s Coal company in the proceedings 
against the miners' officials and strike 
leaders for contempt of court. The bill 
will declare tiiat the camp and march- 
ing is not for the purpose of intimida- 
tion or menace to any one, but merely 
to indicate to the men in the mines that 
the miners generally are on a strike and 
to indicate their strength by a show cf 
numbers. 

Gus Datte, who is in charge of the 
sheriff's deputies at Plum Creek, was 
told by the sheriff's attorney that under 
the injunction he could not interfere 
with marchers who paraded with a 
band at their head. The only ones he 
can stt'p are those who are intimidating 
the workmen. 

A large parade and meeting was held 
at Turtle Creek last night w ithuut mo- 
lestation from the deputies. 

President Dolan addressed a big meet- 
ing at Clare Ridge, Westmoreland 
county, last night. Before leaving the 
city he gave the details of his arrest at 
McGovem. He said he went before 
Judge McUvKine and was told that he 
had not violated the provii?ions of the 
injunctions an d waa d ischarged. 

INDIANA I«TnER3~DE8T1TUTE. 

T^mtf'Wiw Tboutand People ia Want of 

Food. 

IndiaSapolis, Aug. 'JT.— Reports to 
the Btato authorities indicate that the 
condition of the striking coal miners in 
Indiana becomes more distresiing from 
day to day. The state labor commis- 
sion cays there are 7.000 of the strikers, 
and together with their families, there 
are jirobably 'J.'i.OdO men, women and 
children in the coal regions of the state 
who are going hungry on account of the 
strike. 

Governor Mount receives appeals 
from some point in the coal fields every 
day? The miners are asking for some- 
thing to eat. and the governor, the la- 
bor commission and the miners relief 
committee seem at a loss as to how they 
shoald proceed. The relief committee 
issued another call through the mayors 
of Indiana oitiea a few days ago, and 
are now receiving some snbscriplions, 
bat they are not in proportion to the 
needs of the miners. The relief com- 
mittee has confined its work to raising 
money, but shoald the strike continue 
much longer, contributions of food will 
have to be asked of the people of the 
ftate. 

The state labor oommiasion thinks 
that miners and operatoni should agree 
to resume work on a 60-cent basis, to 
last only while arbitration is pending. 
While tfO cents is not regarded as living 
wages for the strikers, and not as much 
as the operators should pay, it would be 
better for both sides toaocept the figure, 
the commiarion tbinka. until another 
agreement ooold be made.

Si>BiN'OFiBi.D, Mass., Aug. 25.— An ex 
tensive inquiry into European crop con- 
ditions, conifucted by the Orange Judd 
syndicate of agriculturist papers, includ- 
ing the American Agriculturist of New 
York, the Orange Judd Farmer of Chi 
cigo and the New England Homeatead 
o' Springfield, Mass.j indicates that the 
food crop aituation abroad is very grave. 
Estimates of Europe's (inclnding Eng- 
land'si needs of wheat imports range all 
the way from 300,000,000 to 400,000,000 
bu. Europe's wheat crop* for 18W, 1894 
and 1S<I3 averaged about 1,500,000,000 bu. 
In the famine year of 1891 it was only 
1,200,000,000. 

The impression is paining ground that 
Kurope's wheat crop this year is even 
less than in 1S9I. But this is not the 
worst of it. Europe usually produces as 
much rye as she does wheat. It is the 
bread grain of the masses. The rye crop 
of the principal Kuiopean countries 
(Russia, Germany, France, Austria, Bul- 
garia, I^)llDlaIlia and Italy and the low 
countries and fjweden) has averaged 
about 1,800,000,000 bu. annually for 189(i, 
lS(t.'), lSit4 and lS!i:]. Tliisseas'jn the rye 
crop of these countries can not much ex- 
ceed 875,000,000 bu. Quito as bad is the 
potato pro«]iect. Only about l.'^oO.OOO,- 
000 bii. of jititatoes will be harvested in 
these countries this year. Without re- 
gard to the United Kingdom or other 
European countries, there is a shortage 
of some 1,(HX),CH)0,000 bu. of potatoes. 
European shortage compared with aver- 
age follows : Wheat, 300,000,000 bu.; rye, 
:;25,000.00<^ : potatoes, 1,000,000,000 ba.; 
total. 1,U25.000,000. 

COLLECTOR ROBERTS. 



He Will Take Cliarge ot the OIHce Septem 
ber 3i)tb, I'ollertor Shelby Having 
Reslfied-Civil Service. 



Collector Wallace M. Shelby, of this 
district, has tendered his resignation to 
take efl'ect at the close of business Thurs- 
day, September 30th, and has been noti- 
fied of its acceptance bytheTraaanry De- 
partment. 

Editor Sam J. Roberts, the incoming 
Collector, filed his bond with Acting 
Commissioner Wilson in Washington this 
week, and everything is ready for the 
transfer of the oflice on the day flxed. 
Mr. Roberta' bonds, $100,000 as Collector 
and $25,000 as dtsburshag agent, were, ex- 
ecuteil by the Fidelity and Depoait Com- 
pany of Maryland. 

The Lexington Leader, edited by Mr. 
Roberts, publishes the followini; in refer- 
ence to the patrona^je of the othce, which 
may be taken as official. "Collectors 
Iroodloe and Shelby had about 120 ap- 
pointments, many of them gilt-edged, at 
their alisolutedisposal when they entered 
upon their duties, while Mr. Roberts will 
be limited to two menial positions to 
which he can ajipoint outright, oi -i-.n 
places to which he can appoint after ex- 
amination by the Oivil sisrvice Commis- 
sion at Washington. 

"Mr. Roberts will have the power of 
appointing his Chief Deputy and Cashier 
in the main office, and stamp deputies in 
the branch offices at Frankfort, Mays- 
ville, Paris and Midway, but all of these 
appointees will have to stand a Civil Ser- 
vice examination after appointment. 
According to the ruling of the Revenue 
Bureau, in the Nashville district contro- 
versy, it looks as though the incoming 
Collector can refuse to reappoint or re- 
commiaaion the remaining <^oe depoties 
and division deputies, or can commission 
them for a period of say sixty or ninety 
days, awaiting developments, but he will 
be compelled to appoint their loceeasors 
from the eligible list for such positions, 
made up after the examinations by the 
Civil Service Commiaaion. 

" Gaugers and Storekeepers are com- 
missioned by and bonded to the (iovern- 
nient direct, and ^e Oolleetor has not 
the same power over them as over the 
deputies, who are commissioned by and 
bonded to him individually."

The fire 
rnpiiuted from the explosion of a gas 
eaginf ill the cellar. 

The bniidiufr j« T sliape, rnnnin^ 
back from its Siintlitield fn iit to a 10- 
foot alley in the rear. separ-itiiiK it from 
the Si<vcntli Avennc hotfl, tlie exteti- 
kiom t xtendiiiK to Seventh avenue and 
Straw'jerry alley. The guests of the 
hotel, numl)erinK l."u, were nearly all 
at Rupper at the time tlie flames were 
se'>n ponriijg from the rear windows of 
Kdmundsou & Perriue'a building, A 
small sized panic ensued and a grand 
rush was made for the exits. Fortun- 
ately no was hurt, but the excitement 
ran high for a time aud the hallways 
were soon tilled with trunks and bag- 
gage of guests who were all endeavor- 
ing to save tht'iuEelves and belongings. 
The fire burned the kitchen and part of 
the dining room of the hotel, but waa 
extinguished before reaching the sleep- 
ing apartments and all the guests re- 
turned to the hoQse after the fire. 

Several buildings adjoining the burn- 
ing building were damaged by water, 
tlie aggregate lonB nmowitlngto aboot 
i5,(X)0. The other losses are: Shmnnd- 
son & Perrin" i*; 100,000 on stock, insur- 
ance $42,000; John Daab. owner of 
building, 950,000, insurance |T,000 ; 
Seventh Aveuae hotel, #10,000; fully 
insured. 

At 11 o'clock, after the fire had been 
snbdued and the firemen Nivere rolling 
np thdr hose, the Strawberry alley wall 
of the Edmandson & Perrine building 
fell, btirying under the debris two fire- 
men, Zeke Olorer and Harry Holt. A 
large force of men were pat to work at 
once to get the victims oat. As the 
wall was three stories high the progre9.s 
of the rescuers was slow. At n-.hO 
Holt's dead body was recovered and 
Olover's was recovered soon afterward. 
Eoth men were married aud lived in 
Luwrencovillo.
